Coast if he should be required 
to ,ietum to the jurisdiction 
prior to Friday. 

Shaw promised to return on 
three hours’ notice from his 
attorneys. 

Judge Edward A. Haggerty 
Jr. granted the motion. There 
w^s no opposition from Assist- 
ant District Attorney James 
L. . Alcock, representing the 
state.
